1850—TZ ype 1. 


A stamp, for a time supposed to be an issue of the Albany postmaster, was 
engraved in 1850 by J. E. Gavit, afterwards President of the American Bank 
Note Company. It bears the bust of Robert Fulton in profile to left, with fur 
cap, on a rectangular back ground of dots and lines of color presenting the 
appearance of a colorless lace work of diamonds on a colored ground. This 
is edged with a rectangular frame bordered by a colorless line between five 
colored lines, both within and without. A part of the upper bar is filled in 
solid color to form a label with square ends, inscribed “ Postage,” in colorless 
capitals, and a part of the lower base is likewise filled in, to form a solid label, 
inscribed “ Five Cents,” in similar letters. On the left bar is “ Addany,” on 
the right ‘‘ Office,’ both in outlined capitals, shaded on the face. The corners 
are filled with scrolls of single colored lines.

I. PHILATELY IN 1863.—( Continued.) 


June. The Editor speaks of having seen a 24c. olive-green (changeling) 
Liberia, that had passed the post and was not therefore an essay. He also 
states that these stamps were manufactured by Messrs. Dando & Co , Gresham 
Street, London. He states that the stamps of Lubeck were to be found upon 
two sorts of paper ; that he has a one penny brown (changeling) Mauritius. 
(1848 series) also a 2d. same series, which has posTaGE at the bottom instead 
of at the top (this must have been a concoction). and that the so-called 
magenta Mauritius, without value, is really red, same color as the 1sh, value 
expressed. Mr. Henry Whymper furnishes an excellent paper on English and 
American post-marks. Mr. Moens denies having shown illustrations of seven 
forgeries, and repels Mr. Pemberton’s insinuation with scorn, immediately 
afterwards requesting, for the purpose of having illustrations made, that any 
owners of various stamps, including Van Diemen’s Land ten-penny and Dutch 
Guiana (both concoctions), should loan them to him. A correspondent 
shows how easily stamps may be changed in color, and gives several examples 
which he has operated upon himself, and another correspondent takes Mr. 
Pemberton to task for having (erroneously) stated in his work on “ Forged 
Stamps,” that no roc. Post-(Port) cantonal had ever been issued at Geneva, 
claiming that he had direct proof of their genuineness. 

In “ answers to correspondents,” the Editor states that he has just seen a 
genuine d/ack one penny New Zealand ; that the 1od. octagonal English was 
issued as an envelope as well as an adhesive ; that the portraits on the U. S. 
stamps are those of Washington, Penn, Frank/yn, and Lincoln; and that up to 
then there had been but two issues of U. S stamps (entirely overlooking the 
1847 5c. and t1oc.,) and sniffs at a correspondent who informs him that the 
U.S. Internal Revenues are not for postage but all for bills, receipts, bank 
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cheques, etc., asking him if he will “ kindly inform the ignorant why some of 
them are marked “ Express,” and enlighten us by the description of an 
Express bill or receipt ;” evidently this Editor died hard, and having once 
cherished the notion that these stamps were to supersede all Locals, was loth 
to give it up. 

In the advertisements, we find several collections for sale, one of 700 stamps 
for $50; another of 300 all unused for $25; and still another of 1,200 for 
$250 ; carriage free to any part of the world, 

Among prices quoted, we find Uruguay, Diligencia, 80c. and ir., 3oc. 
each ; Bahamas, 1rd. and 4d. used, 12¢. each, Buenos Ayes, rp. blue, 18c, 
and pink, 2oc., 2p. blue, 24c., 2p. red, 24c., 4r. green, 18c.; France, Republic, 
1oc., bistre, 20¢., 15c. green, 20¢., 20c. black, 8¢., 25c. blue, roc, and rfr., 
carmine, 20¢.; Presidency, 1oc., bistre, 24¢c. and 25c., blue, 12¢.; Empire, 25c., 
blue, 16¢. and rfr., carmine, 42c.; Hanover, first or second issues, 1g.g. green, roc. 
1/30 and 1/15t., 6c. 1/1ot. roc.; Baden, colored paper, 3kr. yellow, blue and 
green, and 6kr., green, 8¢., 6k. yellow and gk. pink, 6¢.; Wurtemberg, first 
issue, tkr. 12¢., 3 and 6kr., 10¢. and gkr. 12¢.; Prussia, tst issue, 4pf. 18c., 
6pf. 12¢., 1, 2, and 3 sgr. 6¢., second issue (plain ground), 1 and 3 sgr., 8¢. and 
2sgr. t2¢.; Austria, first issue, 3, 6, and g kr., 6c. each ; Oldenburg, first issue 
¥3sgr. 12c.; Saxony, first general issue, }2n.g., 12¢., 1n.g., 6¢., 2 and 3 n.g., 
8c. each (most of the old German stamps brought Aigh prices in 1863); Mount 
Brown offers at 24c. the fourth edition of his catalogue, describing over 
1,700 stamps. 

July. Among the mention of newly issued stamps is found again about 
a column descriptive of some more Hamburg Locals, and the Editor stoutly 
maintains and produces what he calls convincing agruments to that effect, 
that the Diligencia stamps were issued by the Argentine Confederation and 
not Uruguay, 

Mount Rrown’s fourth edition is pleasantly reviewed, and Mr. Brown is 
recommended to expunge from his next edition the 3n.g. Saxony, w/zt¢e, which 
investigation has proven to be merely faded from the natural yellow. Dr. 
Viner speaks of having in New South Wales a Laureated 1 penny drown, and 
an 1854 1 penny dark brown (both changelings), and in New Zealand a 6d. 
red, and that he understands the 2c. Nicaragua was first issued in black and 
then superseded by the blue. 

He has aslo seen a yellow %%3 sg. Oldenburg, first issue, but cannot vouch for 
its not having been doctored. Messrs. James Lesley, Jr. and Mr. J. 
Gayler. set the Editor right on the subject of U. S. Internal Revenue Stamps, 
and the portraits on the U. S. postage stamps. 

In “answers to correspondents,” the Editor states that Mount Brown's 
fourth edition omitted the 6d. and tsh. octogonal English; that numerous, 
forgeries of Denmark essays were about ; that the black V. R. English official 
was used by the government officers alone, and only during the currency of 
the common black penny, and that a red V. R. may not improbably turn up ; 
and that in Jamaica 1sh. fiscals were not infrequently used for postage, and 
when duly post-marked were admissible to a stamp album. 

Among the advertisements may be noticed one of a party in Dover who 
states that whoever will send him a used penny English envelope stamp, 
together with 26c., will have the former returned perfectly brown, thus 
proving it is possible to change the color; the Nicaragua 2 and §c. are 
rofferd at 48c. each; Modena, used 8oc,. 18c.; New Brunswick, 12)4c., 4c.; 
Portugal, Donna Maria, 25r., 20¢.; Nova Scotia, 8%c., 8c.; Costa Rica, 
Mar. blue, 84c., 21, scarlet $1.20, (These were the imporforate stamps

which were the first issued, but the same high figures would have been 
doubtless charged for the perforated had they been at that time in existence, 
or at least known in England. It is worthy of note that Vol. 2. of the 
S. C. M, bore a 2r. imperforate Costa Rica, upon its cover, it being the 
custom of the publishers to place upon the sunken surface in the outside of the 
cover, an attractive specimen of some newly issued stamp. Correspondingly 
Vol. III, bore a 2c. Nova Scotia; Vol. V, a 1c. Honduras; Vol. VI, a tc. 
violet Hawaiian Islands; and Vol. X, the first 3c. Sarawak. My other 
volumes being privately bound, I am unable to supply the same information 
in their case); New South Wales 5d., 84c. each ; Mulready envelopes, 2d. 
unused, 72c., etc., etc. 

August. Dr. Viner takes the trouble to caution collectors against forgeries 
of that concoction, the Paraguay, which he dignifies with the title of essay ; 
he thinks that “ parties selling stamps as postage (stamps), which are not so, 
might be indicted for obtaining money under false pretenses ;”’ he speaks of 
a Queensland, registered, of a chocolate color, which he properly thinks is a 
changeling and has heard of a 6d. red of St. Helena, which he presumes is an 
essay. (It was the 6d. pink, unsurcharged “four pence” in error). In 
newly issued or first described stamps, the Editor notes, being the first to do 
so in print, the British Guiana, 1850, 4c, yellow and 12c. blue, and also the 
2r. green, Philippines, 1854-5, and the 5c. same series. He also states that 
the ir. same series is black not brown (it is blue), and mentions that the 
expected Norway envelopes will be in use in a day or two (they appeared 
nine years thereafter, in 1872). 

From a review of the second edition of Lallier’s album appears the fact 
that he has left a space for the Newfoundland half-penny, while he totally 
ignores the four and six penny. He is raked over the coals for inserting 
spaces for oval envelope stamps for Wurtemberg, 3kr. orange, 6k. green, 
gk. pink and 18k. blue; for omitting the old Moldavians, 15c. Italy, 6baj. 
Romagna, 6d. Antigua, one of the three 8 reales Mexico, etc., etc., and is 
chided for inserting the English envelope stamps, with Smith & Elder’s 
band around, among the Indian. The Editor would be grateful for a sight 
of a 3d. English envelope, octagonal, reddish brown, for the oval Finlands, 
which fit into square compartments, and the upright rectangulars fitting 
into oblong ovals. (Case of a square peg in a round hole). 

Just about that time poor M. Lallier’s bed could not have been one 
of roses. 

Mr. J. Gayler of New York, sends on a copy of the new 2c. U. S. black, 
head of Andrew Jackson, and begs that the Editor will allow none of his 
correspondents to persuade him, that it is the head of Stonewall Jackson. 
Another correspondent states that an Austrian official told him that his 
government had issued stamps with arms instead of head, in order that they 
might not be obliged to change upon the Emperor's death (economical that, 
but we fancy that the Emperor must soon have taken a fresh lease of life as 
four years after his head again appeared upon a new issue, in fact we know 
it, for he is alive yet). 

Mount Brown sends a list of newly issued stamps, among which he 
mentions the U. S. 2c. black, head of President Lincoln, and states that 
Denmark would soon issue envelope stamps, the design being already 
adopted (they were issued two years thereafter), also that the Baden Land 
post stamps were no longer used and would soon become scarce (price 
per set of 3 to-day, g cents). 

In “answers to correspondents,” the Editor takes back his July opinion 
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in regard to the Saxony 3n.g. white, and having seen another specimen, 
cannot help believing in the white issue; he has also seen a gkr. white 
Baden, taken from an old letter; he notices the difference between the 
Paris and Athens printed Greek stamps ; he has never seen the 6pf. Prussia 
otherwise than brown, not vermilion ; he states that the Laureated New South 
Wales stamps on blue paper were inferior in execution to those on white (the 
fact is that whiie the 8d. never appeared save on blue paper, the other values 
appeared first on blue and afterwards on white paper and still later, in the 
case of the 1, 2, and 3d. upon white paper, watermarked with figure 
of value, and that it is only in the case of the 6d. that the EWjitors statement 
is the truth, the second or coarser plate of this value being the only one that 
was printed on white paper. Of the 1 and 3d. there was but one plate, while 
of the 2d. there were three, of which the first, being the best of the batch, 
commonly called the “ finely engraved plate,” was printed first on blue and 
then on white paper. The coarsely engraved or third plate of the 2d., 
was the one employed in printing the stamps on white watermarked paper, 
and it may have been this stamp that the Editor had in mind when he made 
his sweeping assertion); he reiterates his belief in the blue 12%c. Canada, 
and mentions the plate numbers on the current 1 and 2d. English. 

Among the advertisements may be noticed a proof (forgery), of the New 
Costa Rica stamp, price 14c.; a collection of 1,000 stamps, 400 unused, for 
$100; another of 1,200, 600 unused, for $200., but no reasonable offer 
would be refused; Costa Ricas have come down in price to 54c. and 78c.; 
Nicaragua, 2c., 6oc. and 5c, 48c.; Mauritius envelopes, 6d. 9d. and ts. per 
set of three $1.56 (the shilling to-day, is worth entire about $150); British 
Guiana, 1c. brown, 1862, 12c.; Moldavia, 5p. black, gop. blue and 8op. red, 
36c. each; 54p. blue on green, 8tp. blue on blue, and r1o8p. blue on rose 
(the rare circular stamps), 48c. each, or per set of three $1.20; Buenos Ayres 
rp. blue (ship), 48c. etc., etc. 

September. Ina contributed article is mentioned a smart trick of Paris 
vendors of stamps In order to obtain a stock of the rare 1 franc of the 
Empire they would cut the bottom label off a deep carmine 80c., and place 
neatly in lieu thereof the bottom label of the ifr. of the Republic. Unfor- 
tunately they had not noticed that while the franc of the Empire had the 
value expressed 1 FR., that of the Republic had it rF. Consequently, the 
value being twice repeated, there were two R’s two many in these fabrica- 
tions, and, this circumstance being once noted and noised about, the manu- 
facturers abruptly suspended operations. The Editor is at last pleased to 
be able to clear up the mystery surrounding the Austrian complementary 
stamps, stating they were never intended for postal use, but only to fill out 
four blank spaces on each sheet. The P. O. clerks frequently found thera 
conviently at hand to affix to returned or under-paid letters, their being 
adhesives saving the trouble of sticking on plain pieces of paper. They 
were thus utilized not for their faces but for their backs, and it thus came 
about that many of them, by chance, received the P. O. cancelling mark. 
Here exploded another bubble. 

A correspondent calls attention to the fact that the same date, April 6th, 
1850, appears on the stamps of Baden and Wurtemberg on colored paper, 
and inasmuch as in the case of Baden this date appears on tkr. on buff and 
white, 3kr. on yellow, green and blue, and 6kr. on green and yellow, he 
argues that the variations of color were chemically manufactured and hence 
of no value. He assumes this date to be the date of issue. 

(If he had looked up the German side inscriptions he would have found 
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them to be, translated, thus: “German Postal Union,” “ Treaty of the 6th, 
April, 1850,” which would have obviated his display of thoughtlessness). 

In “answers to correspondents,” the Editor states that an unused Mul- 
ready black penny envelope is seldom to be met with, but that the value of 
a used one is from 24c. to 60c.; that there is such a stamp as a half-anna 
red India (first series), that one was sold lately for as much as $5.00, the 
specimen being one that had passed the post and there was not the slighest 
doubt of its being a bona fide stamp ; that he expected the stamps of the 
Ionian Islands would shortly be superseded by those Of Greece; that the 
American local stamps are the emanations of private speculators in New 
York and elsewhere, and supply the want of district post-offices; that the 
English V. R. has been sold for as much as $5.00, and the gor. Brazil (first 
issue), for as much as $7.50. 

Mount Brown advertises set of 5 Lubeck envelopes (inscription to left) 
at 42c.; Parma, 1854, 15 and 25c. at 48¢. each; 1851, 10, 15 and 4oc, 
at 20¢c. each, 5 and 25c at 24¢ each: 1857-59, 15c. and 25c. at 36c. each, 
40c. at 30¢c.; Newspaper stamps, 6c, at 60¢., and gc. at 54¢.; 1859, Prov- 
isional, roc. and 20c. at 36¢. each; Modena, small B. G., gc. at 48¢., 5c. 
roc, 25c. and 4oc. at 14¢. each, 15c. at roc. All the Parma and Modena 
being used, and with but few exceptions, at prices higher than they may be 
procured for to-day.

NEW ISSUES OF BRAZIL. 


General Post Office Edict. 


Be it known that, by order of the General Administration, and in accordance 
with Article VIII of the Regulations of March 26th last, the following pos- 
tage stamps will be issued on the 1st of February, 1889. 

STAMPED ENVELOPES. 

The stamp embossed in the envelope is in the shape of two concentric ovals, 
containing the portrait of his majesty, the Emperor, in white relief; between the 
two ovals there is the inscription, at top BRAZIL, at the bottom fhe value ex- 


pressed in words, Below the small oval twosmall polygons contain the 
value in figures. 


The colors are as follows: 

100 reis green. 

200 reis black. 

300 reis red. 
LETTER SHEETS. 

In this case the stamp bears the value of 80 reis. and is printed in the upper 
right corner of the card. It is in the shape of a rectangle, the outer frame 
composed of a series of red arabesques. 

The central design consists of a portrait of his majesty, the Emperor, in 
oval, BRAZIL and OITENTA REIS in white letters above and below the oval. 
In the upper corner, the value is expressed in figures. 

At the side of the stamp, the words CARTAS-BILHETE appear on a curved 
red band containing a series of 20 white’stars, below the band NESTE LADO sé 
SE ESCREVE 0 ENDEREGO and in the lower right hand corner BRAZIL. 

POSTAL CARDS. 

In this instance the stamp is of the value of 4o reis, ‘The design is similar 

to that on the Letter sheet, the only difference being in the color, which 
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is blue, and in the band, which contains the words BILHETE-POSTAL instead 
of the inscription mentioned above. 
NEWSPAPER WRAPPERS. 
The stamps embossed on the wrappers are exactly like those on the envel- 
opes, the only difference being in the values and colors, which are as follows: 
20 reis purple, 
40 “ blue, 
60 “ -brown. 
NEWSPAPER STAMPS, 

This stamp is a little larger than the current rectangvflar issues, and is 
orange in color. 

It is inscribed CoRREIO above, and BRazit below, On a diagonal band, 
reading from the bottom up, there is the inscription JoRNAEs, and on each 
side of the band the value im figures, followed by REIs.

PROVISIONAL 8 STAMPS OF CAUCA. 


One of the most interesting and attractive features of the stamp collectors 
hobby, is the discovery of postal issues that had circulation many years 
before, and the knowledge of which had, by reason of distance from the cen- 
tre of communication, lain dormant, 

During the past year, Mr. W. J, Curtis, a Boston merchant, had occasion to 
travel over almost the entire region of country forming the United States of 
Colombia, and being himself a stamp collector, he was on the gui vive for some- 
thing that might be of interest to his confréres., 

His chief interests were in certain property in the neighborhood of Quibdo, 
in the state of Cauca, where his search was rewarded, 

From one of his friends, he received an envelope, franked with a label, 
which he had not seen mentioned in any catalogue known to him. He im- 
mediately set inquiries afoot through the regular official channels and in the 
following pages we give atranslation of the documents, showing the history of 
these interesting stamps —

Decree, No, 27.—-Regulating the mail of Riosucio, Demetrio Foral, 
Municipal Prefect of Atrato, in exercise of his legal powers, and considering : 

1. That a monthly mail having been created between this city and the 
district of Riosucio, by P. E. of E., it becomes necessary to organize same, 

2. It becomes necessary to establish a mark or stamp which shall serve 
as a basis for receipts of the institution, which by right of post-paid letters 
is demanded by the Official of the Administration of Treasury and Collector- 
ship of Assessments of Riosucio, in order to facilitate to the employes the 
checking of the proceeds of the carriage of the correspondence. 

DECREE: ARTICLE No. 1,—With the seal of this prefecture, 100 stamps 
will be lithographed, which shall be remitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in order that he can divide same with the Collector of Assess- 
ments of Riosucio, so that they may serve as letter postage, using on single 
letters one, on double two, and on triple three, etc,, etc. 
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ARTICLE No. 2.—The Administrator of Treasury will debit himself with 
these 100 stamps in the respective account as cash, opening for that purpose 
an account termed “ Stamps of the State,” which account must be balanced 
with the cash account, on every occasion that these stamps are sold. 

The account must be submitted to the Executive Power through this 
Secretary, for its approval, if so desired.

which is the latest resolution on the matter before us, This, until further,

THE COMING STAMP EXHIBITION. 


' 

One of the greatest events in the history of Philately will culminate during 
the latter part of the present month—we refer to the opening of the Exhibition 
of a complete set of postage stamps at the Eden Musée, in 23d Street, New 
York City. The collection is the property of the members of the Brooklyn 
Philatelic Club, The National Philatelical Society and the Staten Island Phila- 
telic Society. A committee of the above societies have been working to 
arrange the details during the greater part of the last four months. The idea 
of holding an exhibition of the postage stamps of all nations, is due to Mr. 
Rechert, late President of the National Society, who first broached the subject 
at a meeting of that body, heldin New York, on September 5th, 1888; the plan 
was enthusiastically approved and a committee appointed to carry out the 
details, in connection with similar bodies from the other societies, which were 
finally organized as follow: Brooklyn Club: Chas. Gregory, J. W. Scott, S. 
M. Williamson; National Society: Julius Adenaw, H. L Calman, Henry 
Clotz, C. B. Corwin, J. W. Scott, R. Wuesthoff; Staten Island Society : 
Henry Clotz, Aug. Dejonge, E. L Schumann, P. Van der Willigen. 

The above gentlemen organized by electing Mr. J. W. Scott, Chairman, and 
Mr. C, B. Corwin, Secretary. 

Circulars were sent out to all the members of the above societies asking 
each gentleman to name twelve countries which he could offer complete. 
When the returns were all in, a full meeting was held and the various countries 
entrusted to the care of the different members according to their preferences 
It was decided to exhibit the stamps on the cards of the Staten Island Socie- 
ties Album, the arrangement to be by the Scott Stamp & Coin Company’s 
Catalogue, which was declared to be the standard, although liberty was allowed 
to add errors or shades at the discretion of the exhibitor ; some few countries 
will be represented by every known shade of color and variety of watermark 
and perforation, notably the collection of Ceylon, exhibited by Mr. Corwin, 
The cards of Mr, Scott will contain several unique stamps, notably an original 
New Haven envelope stamp and several others valued at $500.v0 each, all of 
which will be duly noted in the official catalogue which can be obtained at 
the Musée after the opening, 

When the sheets of stamps were complete, they were turned over to Mr. R, 
Wuesthoff, of the Germania Bank, for safe keeping, while the insurance to the 
amount of nearly one hundred thousand dollars was being effected, and the 
glass cases for the exhibition were being constructed. 

This superb collection will be under the care of special watchmen from the 
time it arrives at the Musée until it is broken up to be returned to its owners. 
It is expected the exhibition will remain open for about one month, and it is 
hoped that every collector within one hundred miles of New York, will make 
it a point to visit it at least once ; we understand that many amateurs living at 
great distances are making up parties to visit this city while this interesting 
collection is in view, 
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The prices of admission to the Eden Musée, will remain the same as hereto- 
fore, during the stamp exhibition, which will be shown in the Art Gallery and 
will not interfere with the well-known attractions of the company.

I despise the mean, underhand tricks resorted to by Chal- 
mers and his clique, who are evidently afraid of the naked truth ; but “ truth 
is mighty and will prevail,” even if it does upset the this wild-cat scheme of 
the latest impostor and his Madhi-istic followers. How any common sense 
person cannot see through the falsity of Chalmers’ claim is really an

Dear Sir;—Enclosed find additional facts concerning the Chalmers 
imposture. As to my having appealed to a “Tribunal,” and (as Mr. P, 
Chalmers says in some of his numerous publications), having been “ severely 
reprimanded ” by it for making such a charge against him, the following, 
are the facts: 

Some years ago, thinking that the publisher of his pamphlets (Mr. Effing- 
ham Wilson) could hardly be aware of their extreme dishonesty, and as a 
man of honor, that he would hardly care to be implicated in the circulation 
of false and cowardly slanders on a dead public benefactor like the late Sir 
Rowland Hill, I wrote to him to warn him of the character of Mr. Pat. 
Ch.lmers’ publications. 1 received in reply two very insolent letters— 
obviously inspired by Mr, P. Chalmers though signed by “ Effingham 
Wilson,”—in which letters the writer pretended he could see no difference 
between my openly giving extracts from letters, and Mr. P. Chalmers, con- 
duct in endeavoring to pass off mutilated letters as the whole correspondence, 
and denying the fraud when charged with it. Mr. Effingham Wilson, if the 
letters were genuine, apparently attached more value to the money he was 
making by circulating scurrilous attacks upon a dead man, than to the 
injury to his own reputation. But be this as it may, the “ Tribunal’s 
decision "’ consists in fact of nothing more than letters obviously prompted 
by Mr. P. Chalmers himself, and avowedly coming from his own accomplice 
in slander! ! 

This is but one of the many instances in which Mr. P. Chalmers first 
prepares a small basis of fact upon which afterwards to erect a monstrous 
mass of falsehood. As Tennyson says: “A lie that is half a truth, is ever 
the blackest of lies.” 

In March, 1883, the Dundee Town Council, on Mr. P. Chalmers ex-parte 
statements, passed a resolution that James Chalmers was the originator of 
the adhesive postage stamps. At their next meeting (in April, 1883), the 
Town Council, having then seen my exposure of Patrick Chalmers’ dis- 
honesty, expressed its regret at having been so foolish as to pass the 
resolution above referred to. (See report of the meeting in the Dundee 
Advertiser, of 6th April, 1883, enclosed), In Mr. P. Chalmers’ publications, 
he constantly quotes, as triumphant evidence in his favor, the Town 
Council’s resolution of March, 1883, suppressing all mention of what took 
place at the next meeting. 

Again, having, early in this present year (1888), obtainted permission from 
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the Dundee Town Council to put up a new headstone to his father’s grave, 
he announced to the world that the new headstone, with an absurd inscrip- 
tion, that James Chalmers was the first to invent adhesive stamps, and saved 
the penny postage scheme from collapse, has been put up with the approval 
and official sanction of the Town Council. This statement was strongly pro- 
tested against at the next meeting of the Council, and even P. Chalmers’ 
most zealous champions were obliged to admit that the Town Council had 
merely authorized a new headstone, and had in no way sanctioned or 
approved the inscription. (See Q. C. P. September, 1888). 

The man seems to be incapable of telling the truth. He is either insane 
or is no better than a common swindler, who is trying to get money out of 
the Government on false pretenses. “ Suppresio veri” and “ suggestio falsi” 
seem to be, in him, personified. He is the incarnation of unlimited “ Ze- 
ability.” 

The effect of my exposure was to make it too unsafe for Mr. Patrick 
Chalmers to persist in his denial of having mutilated my letters. He then 
shifted his ground, and asserted that he had for the sake of brevity omitted 
the suppressed passages as they were irrelevant!! <A desire for drevity is 
about the last thing anyone would suspect in Mr. P. Chalmers. 

In order to make it appear that Sir Rowland only suggested stamped 
envelopes and stamped sheets of paper, Chalmers characteristically suppresses 
the very next paragraph in the pamphlet of February, 1837, wherein the 
adhesive label is proposed. In a German newspaper, recently, this same 
extremely dishonest suppression of fact has again been perpetrated by 
Chalmers or by those acting on his behalf. 

In his reply to the Dundee Burns Club, June, 1888, Chalmers attempts no 
reply to the distinct charges I brought against him of falsification of dates 
and documents, and misrepresentation of facts 

When Mr. James Chalmers friends and old employes are now found to 
possess marvelous memories in being able to fix dates fifty years back, one 
is irresistibly reminded of how short a space divides the sublime from the 
ridiculous, If, in any other case, a man came forward, professing to possess 
a memory so marvelous, it would be considered wise to test his accuracy by 
comparing his statements with undoubtad documentary evidence or well 
ascertained facts, and if it were found that his supposed recollections totally 
differed therefrom, the discrepancy would be attributed to the natural 
failure of memory, which usually attends old age, the facts and documents 
would be unshaken and the “ memory” set aside; but in this case it is claimed 
that the documents and facts must be set aside, and the statements of these 
old people—whether spontaneous, prompted or purchased—must be accepted 
with unquestioning faith! Surely the “ Chalmers’ craze,” by transportation 
across the water, has become an infectious disease!

AUCTION SALES. 


The most important sale of postage stamps of the present season was held 
under the auspices of the Scott Stamp & Coin Co., L’d., on January 15th and 
16th, and consisted of several collections and fine selections from others. The 
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attendance was the largest ever seen at any stamp auction in New York, and 
the prices realized were in advance of the average.

The collection is a very good one, but does not contain any such great 
rarities as that spoken of above, 


NOTES. 


The Philatelic Record states that it has an official ietter, condemning as 
forgeries all 5sh orange, Cape of Good Hope stamps surcharged for British 
Bechuanaland, and requesting information as to the names of the vendors of 
these goods. Atthesame time it is but just to state that we have known 
these stamps to come from the most reliable hands, and it would be well to 
wait for further evidence before passing final judgment. 


The same journal reports a 2c red-brown United States (1882 issue) on 
horizontally laid paper. ‘The specimen chronicled is the property of Mr. 
F. de Coppet. 


We are arriving at the conclusion that it is best not to chronicle and 
sanction any new varieties of surcharge until good proof of its authenticity 
is furnished, In Vol, I, we chronicled a new type of “ Official’’ on Argentine 
Republic 8c, and our then source of information, Ze Zimbre Poste, now 
claims positive information that the surcharge is a forgery. 

We also remark here that no stamps issued since January ist 1888, have 
been surcharged by official authority. 


A spirit of economy seems to have possessed the Belgian government as 
they are using up all the odd stocks of ink and paper to be found in the 
Government printing office. In a previous number we mentioned that the 
1c was again being printed in reseda color, and now our Belgian corres- 
pondent informs us that the ro centimes letter card, now appears in carmine 
on pink, the paper heretofore used for the 25c card. 
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We are informed that Dutch East Indies will soon issue a letter sheet of 
the value of 5c. and an envelope of 30c. 

The postmaster of the Philippine Islands is certainly bent upon establish- 
ing a reputation for his many varieties of surcharged stamps. According to 
the latest reports, 330,000 stamps have been converted to the value of 2<c. 
by means of a surcharge reading “//adilitado para comunicaciones 2+ centi 
mos.’ The stamps thus surcharged are as follows: 

110,000 postage stamps of 10 centimos. 
219.500 ay 7 = ® 
20,500 passport stamps ‘ 20 - 

The PAdlatelist reports the surcharge “Fuera de Hora” on the following 
Venezuela stamps: 

Postage Stamp, 5, 10, 25, 5oc and 1 boliver. Escuelas, 5, 10, 25 and soc. 

The principle enunciated in the first of these notes, would be well 
applied here. 

Oa November 7th, 1888, a decree was published in the South African Re- 
public, calling in and demonetizing all stamps issued before April rst, 1885. 

The “American Philatelist” states that the new Greek stamps will soon 
be issued perforated. 

L'vcho dela Timbrologie gives the following details of the proposed new 
issue for Bulgaria. 

Design.—Bulgarian lion in centre; above, oval band bearing the name in 
Russian characters; below, figures of value in square; below this, the currency 
in rectangle. Size and perforation.—These will remain the same as in the cur- 
rent issue. 

The following quantities have been ordered: 

10,000,000 stotinki. 
4,000,000 bis 
2,000,000 
1,000,000 of each other value. 

The stamps will be printed in two colors; the lion will be on a deep red 
ground and the remainder will be in colors corresponding to the present stamps.
